make it a neceſſary duty for 
the Miniſters of the Goſpel to 
open the ſame more frequently 
to their People, and urge on 
them the improvement of ſo 
holy an Ordinance;which that 
1 may do at this time, I have 
choſen this portion of Scrip- 
ture. 

Not to lead you too far to

I. The Myſtery in Baptiſm, 
and the ſpiritual defign there- 
of is this, A ſolemn under- 
taking the profeſſion of Chri- 
ſtianity, and a ſerious vowing 
and covenanting to live ac- 
cording to the ſame. This is 
the deſign of Baptiſm, and the 
Myſtery contained under the 
Ceremony or external Rites. 
Though theſe are not two 
things, yet I expreſs them di- 
ſtin&tly, that they may be bet- 
ter underſtood and confidered, 

1. A preſent ſolemn under- 
taking the profeſſion of Chri- 
ſtianity, and renoutcing all 
other Religions in the World; 
An owning Jeſus Chriſt to be 
the 
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the true Meſſiar, the Son of 


God, and Saviour of the 
W orld,and inrollingour ſelves 
in. the C—_ of Chriſti- 
ans-;. A. contefling him. the 
great: Prophet, ſent of God, 
whom in all things we ought to 
hear, and entring our ſelyes 
among his humble Diſciples 
and Scholars z An owning him 
the only High-Pricſt, that hath 
by theSacrifice of himſelf on 
the Croſs, expiated the fins of 
the World, and profeſſing our 
ſelves his ranſomed ones ; An 
acknowledging him the onely 
Lord and King, and giving.up 
our. ſelves to be his Subjects 
and Vaſlals;. An incorpora- 
ting our ſelves into the Church 
of Chriſt, to. the.end we may 
live 
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" upon Baptiſm, 13 
live under his Laws, and injoy 
the happineſs of his Govern- 
ment. All this, as it is ex- 
preſſed by the word Chriſtening 
(vulgazly uſed for Baptizing) 
for we are made Chriſtians by 
Baptiſm : So it 1s plainly evi- 
dent from Scripture ,, that 
ſpeaks of our being baptized 
in the Name of the Lord Je- 
ſus, As 19, 5. Of being bap- 
tized into Chrift, and putting 
on Chriſt thereby, Gal. 3. 27. 
Of our being made his Diſci- 
ples thereby, Mat.2$.19. and 
Zobn 4. 1. Of our being bap- 
tized into one Body, 1 Cor. 12, 
13, that is the Catholick 
Church, #&c, 

2. A ſerious Vow to live 
for the future like Chriſtians,

Anſw, This 1s a comprehenſive 
word, and doth not only denote the 
future ſtate of glory and bleſſedneſs 
in another World, that eternal Life 
promiſed in the Goſpel ; but all the 
intermediate bletlings that have a ten- 
dency thereunto, that put us into 
the way and ſtate of Salvation here, 
Thus in Scripture 1s the word Salva- 
tion uſed ſometimes, as when Chriſt 
tells Zachens, Thus day Salvation is 
come to thy Houſe ; and when Saint 
Paul (aid, Aﬀts 28, Salvation i come 
ro the Gentiles : the meaning is, They 


were put into the way of Salvation, 


by che preaching of the Goſpel, che 
King- 
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Kingdom of Heaven was come near 
unto them : thus alſo 2 Tim, I, 9. 
He hath ſaved #s, and called ss wth 
an holy Calling, 8c. Salvation is puc 
with Calling, becauſe when God 
calleth men, he putteth them into a 
courſe and way of Salyation : So that 
this Salvation attributed to Baptiſm, 
implies all theſe antecedent Bleſſings, 
preparations to eternal bleſſedneſs, as 
well as eternal life and bleſfledneſs it 
ſelf; Thar is to fay, |

former fins, and live an holy lite, ac-

what this Salvation is, (as to this

of) we ſhall not further _ to 
inquire into, fince eye hathnot ſeen, 
nor ear heard, nor hath « entred in. 
to the heart of man to conceive what 
things God hith prepared for them 
that love him, x Cor,2,9. All theſe 
are the benefits that redound to. us 
by Baptiſm, and may be included in 
the Apoſtles words, when he faith, 
Baptiſm ſ[aveth us. 

Bur that we may not miſtake the 
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meaning of the Apoſtle, I ſhall an-- | 


nex hereunto thele two Cautions or 
Limitations, | 

1, Baptiſm doth not confer Salyati- 
on upon us.ex opere operato z, the very 
external adminiſtration alone avails 
us nothing ; the ſprinkling water on

may fay of this, as the Apoſtle ſaith 
of Circumciſion, x Cor, 7.

ſpel, (which are the duties Baptiſm 
obliges us to) we are accepted into 
Gods favour, waſhed from our, fins 
by Chriſts Blood, brought into a 
new Relation to God, as Childrea 
of God, through Chriſt, aud in a 
ſtace 
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Race of -Jiſtification and Salvation, 
Hence are thoſe Bleſſings 1n Scripture 
attributed to Baptiſm, of Remiſhon, 
Regeneration, Salvation, &c. Not 
that the outward Ceremony alone can 
confer them on us, but as it 1s a mo- 
ral Inſtrument, ordained by God, to 
. convey them to ſuch as ſincerely un- 
dertake the profeſſion of Chriſtianity, 
and to aſſure us of them, as the 
Hand-writing or Seal of the King 
confirms a Gift or Grant of ſome pri- 
viledge to a faichful Subjet.
